City Signs 
Contract for 
Rubbish 

A contract was executed 
with John Avedesian this week 
covering the collection and 
disposal of combustible rub¬ 
bish. 

So far as the city is con¬ 
cerned, the contract is just the 
same as last year’s—78 cents 
per meter per month. 

But Sierra Madre household¬ 
ers have their choice this year 
on whether to make a private 
agreement with Mr. Avedesian 
for rubbish pickup twice a 
month. 

Citizens may obtain special 
cartons from Mr. Avedesian 
and “box and bale” their rub¬ 
bish for the twice a month 
collection. There is no extra 
charge to the city for this ad¬ 
ditional service. 

If residents do not want to 
contract privately with Mr. 
Avedesian for the two pickups, 
they may continue under the 
present, monthly pickup. 

The 78 cents residents pay 
is either for the 2 cubic yards 
collected monthly, or for 1 cu¬ 
bic yard picked up twice a 
month. Householders pay 50 
cents for each additional cubic 
yard of rubbish in excess of 
the first 2 cubic yards. 


Work Starts 
On Repair 
Of Wells 

The “green light” was given 
this week for repair of Sierra 
Madre’s two ailing water wells. 

At an adjourned meeting of 
the City Council Monday night 
councilmen authorized the 
firm of Roscoe Moss to proceed 
with swedging well No. 2 and 
putting it back into operation. 

The city fathers reserved the 
right, however, to call off work 
“at any time” if it is discover¬ 
ed that the well cannot be 
saved. A portion of the casing 
is separated at the 121-foot, 
3-inch level. At this point, di¬ 
ameter of the well has been re¬ 
corded as a scant 16 inches. 

It will be attempted, by 
swedging, to reopen the well to 
its normal size. 

On well No. 1, city council- 
men authorized C. II. Herkel- 
rath to repair the starting 
equipment at a cost not to ex¬ 
ceed $1500. 

School Sees 
730 Pupils 
Next Year 

City School Trustees Tues¬ 
day night adopted an official 
school calendar for the year 
1952-53. 

Superintendent Charles A. 
Skutl pointed out that the cal¬ 
endar calls for 175 actual 
teaching days, with the open¬ 
ing day of school for teachers 
set for Monday, Sept. 8. 

Pupils will report for their 
first day of School on Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 11. With Sept. 9 as 
a legal holiday (Admission 
Day), the teachers still will 
have two days of orientation 
before the semester actually 
starts, Mr. Skutt explained. 

Anticipated enrollment 
in the fall is 730 students, the 
superintendent announced. 

“We will be able to ade¬ 
quately house these pupils 
with our present classrooms 
and without resorting to double 
sessions,” he explained. "And 
the class load still will be rea¬ 
sonable, with an overall aver¬ 
age of 33 pupils per class¬ 
room." 

In other action of the board 
Tuesday, Mrs. Hortense Wells, 
school nurse, was appointed as 
a full-time employee. She had 
been serving on a four-fifths 
time basis. With the addition¬ 
al enrollment, more nursing 
services are required, Mr. Skutt 
stated. 

The school trustees also took 
four bids for a new school bus 
“under advisement.” Several of 
the buses will be demonstrat¬ 
ed for board members Friday, 
it was said.

Property owners on Sumac 
Trail in the canyon asked city 
help last week in easing their 
parking problem. 

Mrs. A. R. Johnson, 531 
Brookside Lane, a spokesman 
for the group, said they pro¬ 
posed to widen the present 6- 
foot wide easement into a 12- 
foot wide private, paved road.

Lee Shippey has had a busy 
time of it so far this week.

Chance for Peace or War.” 

Yesterday afternoon, Mr.

Park Woman’s Club. Then last 
night he spoke again at the 
Eugene Field School P-TA 
meeting. 

He conceded that his speak¬ 
ing engagements are "keeping 
me jumping.” 


Benjamin S. Hite, county reg¬ 
istrar of voters, was instructed 
by the Board of Supervisors 
recently tobring in a report 
on the number of municipal 
and district-elections held each 
year throughout the county, to¬ 
gether with the cost to the tax¬ 
payers and the location of each 
election. 

The request was made after 
a motion by Supervisor Ray 
Darby to have the county spon¬ 
sor legislation for the consoli¬ 
dation of all elections held by 
cities and districts within the 
county. 

“Last year,” Mr. Darby said, 
“261 elections were held. A con¬ 
solidation of such elections 
would mean that cities and dis¬ 
tricts would set their elections 
for a given date either in June 
or November, or whenever 
such time for elections was set 
by law. This would mean an 
elimination of overlapping pro¬ 
cedures and a saving of tax 
funds,” explained the supervi¬ 
sor. 

Before "tampering with elec¬ 
tion laws so close to election 
time,” however, the Board de¬ 
cided to have a survey made 
on the advisability of such a 
change. •

Edison Company 
Asks Ruling on 
Wind Machines 

At a hearing recently before 
the Slate Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission, Southern California 
Edison Company representa¬ 
tives explained why owners of 
electrically driven wind ma¬ 
chines should be required to 
equip them with time delay 
relays or manual switches. 

Company witnesses said that 
since 1951 the number of 
wind machines on Edison lines 
has “increased greatly.” As a 
result, they said, installation of 
delay relays or manual switch¬ 
es is necessary to avoid unrea¬ 
sonable interruptions of elec¬ 
tric service to all customers in 
the vicinity of the wind ma¬ 
chines. 

Starting current for the wind 
machine motors is from five to 
seven times as great as the 
running current, a witness 
pointed out. If a service inter¬ 
ruption occurrs on any circuit 
while thermostatically controll¬ 
ed machines are running, they 
all try to re-start at the in¬ 
stant service is being restored. 

“But the aggregate high 
starting current of the wind 
machines causes an overload 
on the circuit which in recent 
cases, has prevented service 
from being promptly restored,” 
an Edison spokesman said.
